It developed today that the result 
of the first conference was absolutely 
nil. 
England and France were as 
far apart as ever in their ideas of 
how the problem should be handled, 
md there still remained the firm in­ 
sistence of the United States

payment of war debts

made contingent on how much Ger­ 
many pays in reparations, or how

England stood on the principle of 
the Balfour note of 1922. 
France 
stood by the speech of Poincare at 
Uhumberry on Sept, 30 last.

bert stood for revision of the Dawes 
plan as soon as possible. 
Poincare at Uluimherry 
insisted 
first that Germany must pay France 
what France owes England and the 
United States: 
secondly, that Ger­ 
many must pay a net sum for war 
damages.

Churchill’s position likewise

Dr. S m ith ’s prescription to substitute a commission for Con­ 
g r e s s in the matter of determ ining tariff rates of duty, and of 
abolishing a general tariff revision and substituting for it piece­ 
meal revision, ha.; stirred up a campaign hornets’ nest. 
W ith the directness characteristic of the man, H erbert Hoo­ 
ver, less than forty-eight hours after Dr. Sm ith had offered his 
nostrum to the public, made it clear that “the American people will 
never consent to delegating authority over the tariff to any com­ 
m ission, whether non-partisan or bi-partisan.” 
Further, Mr.) 
Hoover declared “our people have a right to express them selves at 
the ballot upon so vital a question as this. 
There is only one com­ 
m ission to which delegation of that authority can be made. 
That 
is the great comm ission of their own choosing, the Congress of the 
U nited States and the President.” 
The Sm ithsonian press of the country are already declaring 
this to be a m isrepresentation of Dr. Sm ith’s tariff nostrum by Mr. 
Hoover. 
It is not. 
Governor Sm ith pledged him self to “specific 
revisions in specific schedules, each considered on its own m erits” 
lay an impartial Tariff Com m ission whose recom m endations would 
fnen go before Congress for consideration. 
W hat an utterly absurd and ridiculous tariff proposal this is 
in the light of the procedure necessary to change the tariff. 
It 
calls up a picture of Governor Sm ith hearing that the tariff on 
peanuts is too high. 
So he dashes over to his non-partisan Tariff 
Commission and orders an investigation made. 
A year and a half 
later the Commission reports its findings on peanuts and Gover­ 
nor Sm ith dashes to the Capitol, orders everything else stopped 
and then Congress settles down to a consideration of the Com m is­ 
sion’s recom m endations on the peanut tariff. 
W ith over four thousand articles covered by an American 
tariff law, what more nerd be said to bring out. the com plete ab­ 
surdity, im possibility and im practicability o f Governor Sm ith’s j 
prescription for piecem eal tariff revision.

T he Northwestern Bell Telephone Company in its current 
advertisem ent preaches a well-tim ed little sermon in the text 
headed “Who Opens the Door.” 
It is an appeal for civility and

in their telephonic greetings. 
Many a man noted for his sm ile of] 
greeting on the street lapses into a gruff and discourteous manner 
when he hunches over his becluttered desk. 
At tim es we find men who believe that gruffness indicates di- 
reetness and that curtness lends an air of importance to his trans­ 
actions. 
We have never found this to be true. 
Courtesy and 
friendliness has alw ays paid big returns to the establishm ents 
that make it a feature. 
In the big cities the telephone operators in business establish­ 
m ents are selected and trained w ith more than ordinary care and 
it is frequent that one remarks on the cordial voice and pleasant 
manner of the inform ation clerk who is entrusted with handling 
incom ing calls. 
The fact that the person who answ ers the phone at your store 
or office is in reality the person who “opens the door” is a good 
thought.— Bern id ji Senti w L

PROPOSED A M E N D M E N T NO. 1. 
I’.y tile adoption of c h ap ter 4 Iii, Law s 
1927, the legislature 
has 
proposed 
an 
am en d m en t to s» etion a article 9 of the 
constitution. 
This section now reads as 
follows: 
"F o r the purpose of defraying e x ­ 
traordinary 
expenditures, 
the 
state 
may contract public debts, but such 
.d e b ts shall never, in the aggregate, 
* xi t cd two hundred and fifty th o u ­ 
sand dollars; every such debt shall 
be authorized by law. for some single 
object, 
to 
be 
distinctly 
specified 
therein; and no such law shall ta Ice 
effect until it shall have been passed 
by the vote of tw o -th ird s 
of 
the 
m em bers of each branch of the legis­ 
lature, to he recorded by yeas and 
nays on the journals of each house 
respectively; 
a n d 
every 
such 
law 
shall levy a tax annually sufficient 
to pay the annual interest of such 
debt, and also a tax sufficient to pay 
the principal of such debt within ten 
years from the final passage of such 
law, and shall specially appropriate 
the proceeds of such 
taxes to the 
paym ent of such principal and in te r­ 
est; and sui h appropriation an d taxes 
shall not be repealed, postponed, or 
di uinished, until the 
principal 
a n d 
Interest of such debt shall have been 
wholly paid. 
T he s ta te shall never 
contract any debts for w orks of in ­ 
ternal im provem ents, or be a p arty 
In carrying on such 
works, except 
as authorized by section lti of A r ­

PROPOSED A M E N D M E N T NO. 2 
By the adoption of chapter 444, Law s 
.1927, Hie legislature has 
proposed 
an 
am endm ent to section 3, Article lo of the 
Constitution 
relating 
to 
corporations, 
This section now reads as follows: 
“ Kaeh stockholder in a n y corpora­ 
tion, excepting those organized for 
tile purpose of carrying on any kind 
of m anufacturing or m echanical busi­ 
ness. shall be liable to the a m o u n t 
of stock held or owned by him .” 
lf am ended as proposed, this section 
will read as follows: 
“Section 3. 
The L egislature 
shall 
have power from time to time to 
provide for, limit 
and 
otherw ise 
regulate the liability of stockhold­ 
ers or m em bers of corporations an d 
co-operative corporations or a sso ­ 
ciations, however organized. 
P r o ­ 
vided nothing In this section shall 
be construed as repealing or in any 
m an n er affecting the 
liability 
of 
stockholders in hanks or corpora­ 
tions organized for banking 
p u r­ 
poses as provided in .Section l.i of 
Article 9 of the C onstitution of the 
S tate of M innesota.” 
The Purpose of the Proposed Amendment: 
The constitution as 
it 
now 
stands, 
makes every stockholder in any corpora­ 
tion, excepting those organized for the 
purpose of carrying on a manufacturing 
or mechanical business, liable for 
the 
debts of the corporation, lf the corporate 
assets are insufficient to pay the debts, 
up to an amount equal to the par value 
of the stock held or owned by him, in 
addition to any sum that he may owe 
the corporation and account of his stock. 
The purpose of the proposed amendment 
Is to authorize the legislature to prescribe 
and regulate by law the liability of stock­ 
holders or members in all corporations, 
including 
co-operative 
corporations 
or 
associations, however organized, except 
stockholders In corporations 
and 
joint 
associations organized for banking pur­ 
poses which issue bank notes, as pro­ 
vided by section 13 of Article 9 of th* 
Constitution. 
The effect of this excep­ 
tion is explained In the next following 
paragraphs. 
The Effect of the Proposed Amendment: 
The effect of the proposed amendment, 
lf adopted, will be to abrogate the pres­ 
ent fixed rule of stockholders’ 
liability 
prescribed by the Constitution,, except in 
the case of stockholders In banks which 
issue bank notes, and to place the m at­ 
ter of prescribing and 
regulating 
the 
liability of stockholders In all corpora­ 
tions, co-operative corporations or asso­ 
ciations created under the laws of this 
state (except those banking corporations 
and joint 
associations 
specifically 
e x ­ 
cepted 
therefrom) 
entirely within 
the 
control of 
the 
legislature, 
subject 
to 
change from time to time as they may 
see fit. 
Stockholders in banks of the kind pro­ 
vided for by section 13 of Article 9 of the 
Constitution are by that section made 
liable for the debts of such corporation 
or association up to an amount equal to 
double the amount of stock owned by 
them. 
Stockholders of this class are e x ­ 
cepted from the operation of the pro­ 
posed amendment. 
However, the only 
banks provided for by section 13 are those 
that Issue bank notes. 
There are none 
such in this state. 
Hence, stockholders 
in state banks are not within the excep­ 
tion of the prcviosed amendment but fall 
in the sam e class a3 stockholders in other 
corporations,

CHURCH HISTORY IS

PROOF OF POWER OF 
FAITH AND SACRIFICE 


From Small Beginnings, Under Adverse Circum­ 
stances, Congregation Worked Steadily 
Toward Goal (rf Accomplishment 


Now Crowns the Efforts of Christian Men and 
Women Through a Period of Nearly 40 Years, 
From Small Hall to Beautiful Church 


Th** origin of the F irs t P u s h y - ' 
terlan church of Brainerd lends hack 
to the days of 18x9, when a Sunday 
school was organised on F eb ru a ry 8 
of th a t year. 
A blizzard was raging 
in th e city and the snow was plied 
high In drifts everywhere, b u t five 
people braved 
the storm, and 
met 
with Robert F. Sulzer, state su p e r­ 
in te n d e n t of Sabbath school work, in 
th e G ard n er hall on 
South 
Sixth 
street, for the purpose of organizing 
a Sabbath school. 
The 
building 
then 
housing the hall stands Just 
n o rth of the present Palate hotel. 
The organization was 
not 
com­ 
pleted until the next Sunday, Feb­ 
r u a r y IO. 
There were 
13 persons 
present. 
The following officers were 
elected: 
S uperintendent. Jam es Rest. 
Assistant Superintendent, Mrs. A n ­ 
drew J. W on, 
Secretary. Miss Elizabeth 
A tk in ­ 
son. now Mrs. II. R. White. 
Miss 
Atkinson did not serve and Tracy 
Veon w as elected. 
He served until 
October I, 18R9. Miss E m m a Brown 
■was elected and has been In co n tin u ­ 
ous service to date. 
F o u r classes 
w ere organized with Mr. Rest. Miss 
Marie Crandell, Mrs. T. 
Crawford, 
and Miss Maggie Rest as teachers. 
A m ong the class members were Miss 
Lottie W h ite (Mrs. Louis Hob m a n ), 
Miss L a u r a Veon and others. 
A few weeks later tw o young men. 
Rev. C. G. Miller and Rev. L atim er 
were sent to this field. 
Rev. Miller 
was a g radua te of McCormick Sem­ 
inary. 
The Sunday school continued 
to 
flourish. 
On April 28. 
1889, Rev. 
C. O. Miller preached his first ser­ 
mon. 
On J u n e 14. 1889, the First P re s­ 
byterian church of Rrainerd was or­ 
ganized by Dr. R. N. Adams w ith 
ten members, six by letter and four 
by professions of faith. 
The c h a r ­ 
te r m em bers were: 
Ry le tte r— Jam es Rest. Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Jam es McCorrlster. Miss Marie 
Crandell, Mrs. Sherman, Miss Mary 
Hume. 
Ry profession of faith— Miss E m m a 
Rrown 
(Mrs. 
Fred 
L u k en ), 
Mrs. 
J a n e Wager, Mrs. J. II. Gibson, Miss 
H attie Gibson (Mrs. Rooth). 
Miss Gibson was th e first person 
baptized in the church. 
Mr. Rest was elected Elder and 
served on the session until his death 
in Ja n u a r y , 1895. 
On October IO. 1889, this little 
organization moved into tile Y. M. 
C. A. building. 
About October 27 steps were taken 
for raising money 
for 
a 
church 


new church September 13. 1890.
